Czech Commies 
Report Smashing 
Armed Revolution 


Prague, Czechoslovakia, Aug. 30— 
(jPj — Czechoslovakia's 
communist 
government announced today it had 
smashed an armed revolt by a large 
number of conspirators who tried to 
seize the capital and set up an anti- 
Soviet regime. 


The official account claimed the 
plotters were "under the direction 
of a certain western 
imperialist 
power" and that a copy of their 
plan of action was deposited with an 
unnamed western embassy in Prague 
by the conspirators. 


It was the biggest plot story in 
Czechoslovakia in months and most 
Czechs apparently were startled by 
the government's melodramatic an- 
nouncement. 


The government said the revolt al- 
ready was in motion when police 
seized armed rebels who had gather- 
ed at their pre-arranged concentra- 
tion point.

Russian Deserter 
Deported As He 
Decides On Soviet 


Washington, 
Aug. 30—(IP)—The 
State Department disclosed tonight 
that a Russian air fores deserter 
who twice tried to change sides in 
the cold war has been deported ana 
will be given a chance to return to 
his Soviet homeland. 


The department made this an- 
nouncement tonight after the Soviet 
embassy formally complained over 
the "sudden disappearance" from 
Washington of former Lieutenant 
Anatoly P. Borzov, 29. 


Borzov was one of two Red army 
officers who stepped from a Rus- 
sian army plane last Oct. 9 at Hor- 
sching, in the U. S. zone of Austria, 
and announced that they wanted 
to renounce their allegiancs to the 
Soviet Union. The other officer was 
Peter Pirigov. 


They were brought to this coun- 
try and shown the sights, including 
a scenic tour of Virginia, which 
they had expressed a desire to see. 


The Russian embassy said today 
that Borzov, whose naihe has also 
been spelled variously as Barsov 
and Barzov, "repented" over his 
flight from Russia and was given 
a Soviet passport to return to the 
USSR on July 23.

applications 
which veterans will hive to send to 
the Veterans Administration to get 
their dividends, or refunds," Com- 
mander Spencer said. 


Every veteran who held his GI 
insurance for 90 days or more will 
have a refund coming to him. The 
VA expects to pay out some $2,800,- 
000,000 in refunds. Payments per 
veteran are expected to average 
about $175. 


Applications should be filled out 
as quickly as possible, the command- 
er reported. Actual payments are 
expected to be made in January of 
next year. 


"The American Legion," according 
to Commander Spencer, "will put on 
the biggest manhunt in history try- 
ing to locate veterans eligible for the 
refunds.. 


''The VA estimates some i6,000,000 
veterans are entitled to the refunds. 
Today, the VA has the home address 
of only six million. The American 
Legion will aid in locating the other 
10,000,000." 


The refund is being paid because 
the mortality rate of servicemen in 
World War II was not as high as 
expected. Premium payments were 
based on the anticipated death toll.

Wide Appeal 


Mr. Dunn, in his preliminary re- 
marks, observed that "no one thing 
appeals so much to both urban and 
rural people, as soil conservation." 


The principal speaker, Agronomist 
Pierre, used as his topic, "Grasses 
and Legumes in a 
Conservation 
Program." He compared the grasses 
to the brakes of a car, "needed at 
all times, but especially required on 
stesp slopes." He termed grasses 
"the best and cheapest way to add 
organic matter to the soil, "de- 
claring that the roots of a good 
stand of broome grass adds four 
tons of vegetable matter to the 
soil, above plowsote. 
Grasses Called Safer 


"Legumes are still more or less 
a gamble in this climatic-area," he 
continued, "but the grasses are a 
safe crop, one we can depend upon 
from year to year." 


Livestock is the best method of 
harvesting grasses and legumes, he 
said. "When livestock's eating they're 
working for you—not you for them. 
They harvest the crop and spread 
the manore.

Pierre said he felt, however, that 
legume and grass seed prices would 
remain high for s&me time to come, 
that the harvesting of seed crops 
would continue to be profitable. 


He quoted figures which set the 
value of an acre of good pasture as 
four to five thousand pounds of 
milk per season, three to six hunr- 
red pounds of beef, five to feight 
hundred pounds of pork.
